NOW in its 13th year of dis-

tinguished community serv-
ice, Jared Sidney Torrance Mem-
orial hospital is more than a
$150,000 institution—it is a Tor-
rance landmark of hope and
health to thousands who have
had occasion to use its facilities,
employ its staff of 35 people. A
gift from the city’s founder and
heirs, the hospital has kept pace

It is certified as one of the
2,620 institutions in the United
States and Canada approved by
the American College of Surg-
cons and is also endorsed by the
State Board of Health. As a
member of the Associated Hos-
pital Service of Southern Cali-
fornia it offers group hospitaliza-
tion insurance to local workers.
